If the proper precautions will be observed pastors 
throughout the diocese are permitted to have one Mass at 
that hour.

We are well aware of the mod- 
ern efforts directed toward pre- 
serving the child’s health. Our par- 
ents thought it silly to have chil- 
dren examined by a doctor or 
nurse, They laughed at these “new 
fangled” ideas of rearing babies 
according to detailed medical in- 


struction, of taking children to 
medical clinics for examination or 
of reading magazine articles on 
the health care of children. Today 
modern parents seek out sueh in- 
formation and guidance to aid 
them in their duties. A wide- 
spread campaign is in progress to 
have parents instruct their  chil- 
dren regarding purity and sex. 
But are Catholic teachers and 
doctors joining in this campaign ? 
Are priests interested in it? 
the Church approve such educa- 
tion? The answer is yes and no. 
Catholic educators are wholeheart- 
edly in favor of sex instruction in 
the home, but they insist that the 
instruction be truly Catholic in 
tone.. Many parents are agreeing 
with these educators and following 
their advice. The successes of 
these parents in this matter are 
bringing others to follow this same 
course of action. 


While most parents are anxious 
to do their duty in this respect, a 
great many find it a most difficult 
task. This inability to handle the 
problem has been the chief ob- 
stacle in presenting the instruction 
as the Church approves it. Father 
Bruckner in his booklet “How To 
Give Sex Instruction” details a 
complete method by which young 
people may be instructed. The 
viewpoint throughout the booklet 
is Catholic.

It’s The One Church 


There is no reason whatsoever why Catholics 
should have an inferiority complex about their 
faith. Its adherents are greater in number than 
the members of all Protestant churches taken 
together. It is the Church of all the martyrs 
of the early centuries, and of the greatest saints 
since that time. It is the Church to which the 
ancestors.of every American belonged somewhat 
over 400 years ago. It is the Church that always 
catches the sincere intellectual inquirer. It is 
the one Church which the chief atheiatic and in- 
fidel writers of the world attack—a big point in 
its favor. It is the one Church which Communism 


non-Catholies «could raise against the Catholic 
Church. If faith is necessary for salvation, 
Catholics have more of it than any other people. 
If prayer and good works are necessary, Cath- 
olics are urged more than any other people to en- 
gage in the same. If organizations are formed 
to fight the Church even in this country, it 
must be remembered. that people were organized 
to fight Christ and to murder Him; to fight the 
Apostles and to murder them. If its moral doc- 
trines are loftier than those subscribed to by 
others, isn’t that in the Catholic Church’s favor? 


Criticisms Not Based On Facts 


Most Protestant criticisms of the Catholic 
Church are not based on facts. For instance, 
they never cease declaring that our Church 
keeps the Bible from the people, while the fact 
is that we gave it to all the world, and that 
every Catholic is urged to read a portion of the 
Holy Scriptures every day. They denounce the 
Church because it had a few unholy Popes 
among 262, not taking into account that these 
unholy Popes were forced on the Church by 
civil rulers, just as the Communist government 
in Czechoslovakia tried to force all the Bishops 
to accept only those for priestly work whom they 
would recommend, and only those candidates for 
the priesthood who are Communist-minded. How 
about the first 29 Popes, who died Martyrs, and 
90 per cent of the rest who were saintly men? 


Enemies would treat the Archbishop of 
Prague like the Scribes and Pharisees treated 
Christ: The Communist government of Hun- 
gary put Cardinal Mindszenty through a mock 
trial as Christ was subjected to one, and con- 
demned him, the saint, as acriminal. The Arch- 
bishop of Yugoslavia, also a saint, is in prison 
because he would not betray his nation to anti- 
Christ. 

All these things, and a hundred others, should 
win favor and not disfavor for the Catholic 
Church, the greatest bulwark of society in any 
nation.

Religion Barred, 


But Communism 
Is Permitted 
ESS than two years ago the 


United States Supreme Court 
ruled that it is illegal to teach re- 
ligion either in the public schools 
or during “released time” by co- 
operation of the public schools 
with the churches. Now comes 
along Judge Harry Shirick, of 
New York, and rules that Com- 
munists have a _ constitutional 
right to teach Communism in 
schools. 


George E. Sokolsky,.in his col- 
umn, December 8, 1949, makes 
this very logical and truly Amer- 
ican observation: 


“The judge decided that Com- 
munists may teach our children 
and that there is nothing we can 
do about it because the Commun- 
ists have a constitutional right to 
teach Communism in schools sup- 
ported by taxpayers’ money. 


“Compare’ that with various 
decisions to the effect that it is 
unconstitutional to teach God 
and religion and moral law — 
and you can see how far we have 
become influenced by Marxist 
;ymaterialism. 


“The argument that teaching 
is not a right but a privilege, 
that the teacher is, after all, a 
hired empleye who should live 
up to the terms of employment, 
leaves the judge cold. 


Oppose Red Teachers 


“The assumption is that the 
judge, having spoken, we can do 
nothing about it. However, there 
are many things we can do. First 
of all, we must see to it that 
the judge’s decision is appealed 
up to the Supreme Court of the 
United States. Meanwhile, par- 
ents can object to the indoctrina- 
tion of their children, making re- 
peated and, if necessary, violent 
protests and demonstrations 
against individual teachers. A

“Then, of course, in each city 
and town, public attention can De 
called, in the press, to individual 
teachers who abuse the minds 
and characters of our children. 
The schools exist for the chil- 
ren, not for the teacher. 


“Judge Shirick, I am _ sure, 
has not studied the subject thor- 
oughly because his document, 
giving the Communists the right 
to teach in our schools, would in- 
dicate that . 


“Judge Shirick declines to take 
judicial notice of the facts of life, 
one of them being that he is ac- 
tually living in the year 1949 
and therefore ought to have some 
appreciation of what happened 
to such countries as Czechoslo- 
vakia and Poland, and even 
France and Italy. 


“In a word, what is the use 
of spending billions on national 
defense, on the Marshal! Plan, on 
atom bombs, radar, Schnorkels, 
and all the rest of it, if our chil- 
dren are to be taught by Stalin's 
agents to love Soviet Russia and 
to hate America? Perhaps you 
will say that such teachers are 
few in number! How many do 

need to ruin a child's mind, 
no one fights for the preser-

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Federal School Aid 
Of DP Act, Due For Early 
Handling In New Session 
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New Bill Will Probably Offer Bus 
Transportation For Parochial School 
Children But Strings Will Be Attached 


Washington—(NC)—Two ‘of last year’s hotly-debated q 
legislative issues, Federal aid to education and liberalization |» 
of the DP Act, are due for early handling after Congress | 


comes back here January 3. 


A new attempt to resolve the parochial-public school . 


tangle in the education aid bill 


is foreseen. It is built around ’ 


a proposal to guarantee bus ride 
aid to nonpublic as well as public 
school pupils, In regard to a DP 
bill, the Senate Judiciary Commit- 
tee has a January 25 deadline to 
bring out a satisfactory measure. 


A $300,000,000 per year Federal 
aid to education bill was passed by 
the Senate during the first session 
of the 8ist Congress, over the ob- 
jection of Catholic leaders, but 
failed to get beyond a House com- 
mittee. A proposal to widen the 
American asylum given to DP’s 
under the Act of 1948 passed the 
House but was blocked in a Senate 
committee. 


The bus ride proposal which may 
break the Federal school aid im- 
passe was described to a group of 
Michigan educators recently by 
Ghairman John Lesinski of the 
House Education and Labor Com- 
mittee. It may come as an amend- 
ment to the Senate-passed Thomas 
Bill, which is before Mr. Lesinski’s 
committee. 


Although full details are not 
available here on the bus ride plan, 
it is held likely to bear a strong 
resemblance to a proposal outlined 
in the January issue of Columbia, 
national Knights of Columbus 
monthly, which has these features: 

1) The United States Commis- 
sioner of Education withholds a 
pro rata share of a State’s funds, 
if the State is constitutionally for- 
bidden to spend tax money in aid 
of nonpublic institutions. 


2) Payment of transportation ex- 
penses is not to exceed 50 per cent 
of the cost of such transportation, 
thus requiring that an aided school 
must first have a bus in operation. 

3) Substantially the same ser- 
vices must be extended to public 
schools in the same locality. 


4) Nonpublic schools, to qualify, 
must meet applicable requirements 
of State laws concerning compul- 
sory school attendance, must meet 
State standards on transportation 
services, and must have spent, for 
elementary and secondary school 
purposes, an amount equal to that 
spent during the next preceding 
year. 

5) Payments are to be made as 
reimbursement for expenses actual- 
ly incurred in transporting chil- 
dren. 


The importance of this proposal, 
as seen in Catholic quarters, is 
that it guarantees that parochial 
school children will have some 
place in the Federal aid picture. 
The Thomas Bill left the question 
of inclusion of aid to parochial 
school children to the individual 
States, which effectively barred 
such aid.

WE. have recently corrected the 
falsity of the charge that in- 
tolerance is exhibited in the Fran- 
co government because of its atti- 
tude toward Protestants. We have 
proved by the testimony of those 
who have lived long in Spain and 
who, therefore, should know, that

Heres A New Year's Resolution

NEW YEAR’S DAY, a Holy Day of Obligation. The first day of.a new year, the first day 
of January, which is a month named in honor of the Roman god, Janus. What has the 


got to do with the Catholic Church? 


, that January ist is the Feast of, the Circumcision, when the 
nameless Saviour of the World received the name of Jesus and submitted to a Jewish law 


from which His Divinity made him exempt. It took place eight days after His birth—but 


to count eight days from Christ- 
mas to New Year’s, you'll have to 
use the Roman system and count 
both the first and last day. The 
Circu on is a very old feast in 
the records of the Church. It is 
quite possible that the ancients 
chose the first day of the New 
Year because they wanted to es- 
tablish a feeling of devotion to 
offset the pagan ways of celebrat- 
ing the new year. 


Anyway, it is the day when 
Christ was named Jesus; it is the 
start of both our temporal and our 
spiritual year. Holy Mother Church 
has made it a Holy Day of Obliga- 
tion, when assistance at Mass is 
a, matter of obligation. Popular 
custom has also made it a day 
when we make new resolutions, 
when we attempt to correct at 
least one of our faults of the past 
twelve months. 


Since we are going to assist at 
Holy Mass on this Feast of the 
Circumcision, this is a good time 
to suggest that one of your resolu- 
tions be to increase your devotion 
at Mass. How? By using the 
Missal. 


Your Missal contains Christ’s 
own words when He said the first 
Mass for his Apostles. It contains 
a translation of the Latin which 
the priest is saying as he makes 
the Divine Sacrifice. It contains 
an explanation of all that trans- 
pires in this best, most complete 
of all religious devotions, the 
Sacrifice of the Mass.

Have you ever been a little bored 
with Holy Mass, which you have 
been attending now for so many 
years? Does your gaze wander 
around the Church; do your knees 
feel a little pain; does the fellow 
next to you crowd a little? Do 
you rate the priest by the s»eed 
with which he can say Mass, so 
that you get out perhaps five min- 
utes sooner? 


If you answer Yes to some of 
these. questions, you are not alone. 
Too many of us Catholics do not 
understand our Mass; therefore 
the whole proceedings bore us a 
little. We know that we should 
assist devoutly, but we don’t seem 
quite able to manage it. 


The answer lies in our taking 
part in the Mass. For you must 
remember that the Mass is an act 
of sacrifice; it is an offering. And 
while the priest presides, it is the 
people who must offer the sacrifice 
to God. To sit there idly, twiddling 
your thumbs, is to say to God that

you have no intention of taking 
part in the Sacrifice of His Son; 
you just, came to watch. 


If you want to take part, the 
way to do it is to say the same 
words the priest does, at the same 
time as the priest does, and the 
way to accomplish that is by using 
a Missal. 


You'll be amazed at how much 
more you'll learn about the Mass 
if you take part with a Missal. 
You won’t beat your breast every 
time a bell rings, because you'll 
know what those bells mean. You 
won’t wonder vaguely why every- 
body dips down on one knee during 


the Nicene Creed and the Last 
Gospel. You'll know that the con- 
gregation is genuflecting at the 
mention of becoming man. 
You won’t wonder why the vest- 
ments are different colors on differ- 
ent days; you won’t wonder what 
the priest says as he places the 
Host on your tongue; you won’t be 
embarrassed when non-Catholic 
friends say you are always jump- 
ing up and down at Mass. No, the 
Mass will become meaningful to 
you, and the short time it takes 
will seem to slip by before you 
have settled in the pew.

Caius, a Priest at Rome, also of 
the secénd century, in his book 
“Contra Proculum Montanistam,” 
partly preserved by Eusebius, Lib. 

15, after having reproached 
the heretic with novelty of his doc- 
trine, adds: “But I can show you 
the relics of the Apostles: for 
whether you go to the Vatican 
(where St. Peter suffered), or pass 
out the Ostian road (where St.

Tertullian, a writer of the same 
century, in Lib. de Praes, Cp. 26, 
says: “If you are near Italy you 
have Rome, whence, also we, (Af- 
ricans) derive our authority—that 
thrice happy church, upon which 
the apostles poured out their doc- 
trine and their blood! where Peter 
imitates the Passion of his Lord... 


These are testimonies of contem- 
poraneous and immediately subse- 
quent writers who had every means 
of knowing the truth.

Consistory — An assembly of 
Cardinals and sometimes of others 
summoned by the Pope to discuss 
Church affairs of great importance. | 


Consulters—The official advisers 
of the Bishop in matters of dio- 
cesan administration. 


Convent—A house in which Sis- 
ters dwell. 


Cope—A long vestment, reaching 
to the heels, open in front, fast- 
ened at the breast with a clasp, 
semicircular in shape, and worn by 
the priest in nearly alt public fune- 
tions in which the chasuble is not 
used, 


Coram Episcopo—(“In the pres- 
ence of a bishop”). A Mass “Co- 
ram episcopo” is one which the 
bishop does not say himself but at 
which he assists from the throne. 


Corporal—A square or rectangu- 
lar piece of white linen cloth, 
spread on the altar over the altar 
stone, and large enough to contain 
the chalice, Host, and ciborium. 

Corpus Christi — (“Body of 
Christ”). Feast celebrated in hon- 
or of the Blessed Sacrament on the 
Thursday after Trinity Sunday. 


Cosmology—A study of the ori- 
gin, nature, and purpose of the 
world. 

Council (ecumenical)—A meet- 
ing of the Bishops and theological 
scholars from the entire Church 
summoned and presided over by the 
Pope. 

owl—A long ample garment 
worn over the head by the mem- 
bers of certain religious orders. 

Cremation — The conversion by 
fire of a dead body into ashes; for- 
bidden by the laws of the Church. 
‘Credence table—A small table 
on the Epistle side of the altar on 
which are placed the cruets, towel, 
chalice, candles of the acolytes, 
etc. The old Latin word “creden- 
tia” meant a side table. 

Criteriology—A branch of psy- 
chology dealing with the means 
and laws governing the attain- 
ment of truth. 

Crosier—The bishop’s staff.

Cross pro Ecclesia et Pontifice— 
(Cross “for Church and Pope”) a 
reward given to both men and 
women since Leo XIII’s time for 
services to the Church and to the 
Holy See. 


Cruets—Small vessels or flasks : 


made of glass, crystal or metal, 
and containing the water and wine 
used at Mass. ; 

Dalmatic — Vestment worn by 
Deacon at High Mass, and by a 
bishop under the ‘chasuble at a 
Pontifical Mass. 


Day Hours—All the hours of :the 
Breviary or Divine office except 
Matins; a book containing the 
same, 

Deacon—The second of the Ma- 
jor Orders. A deacon’s duty is to 
minister to the altar, to baptize, 
and to preach; at High Mass he

Dean—A._ priest having the. over- 
sight of a section of a diocese, 
known as a deanery and embracing 
several parishes, | 

Deadly Sins, Seven—A common 
though less accurate name for the 
capital sins. 

Debt, Marriage -— The marriage 
relation due between husband and 
wife, 

Decade (Rosary)—One mystery 
of the ordinary rosary consisting of 
one Our Father, ten Hail Mary’s 
and one Glory. 

Decalogue—The ten Command- 
ments of God. 

Degradation—A rite whereby a 
cleric in punishment is deposed 
from his office, is*deprived of his 
clerical dress, and is reduced to 
the lay state. A degraded priest 
retains his priestly character and 
remains bound by the obligations of 
the priesthood, 

Demon—An evil spirit; a fallen 
angel. 

Deo Gratias — A formula of 
thanksgiving, used frequently’ in 
the Mass and in the breviary, and 
meaning “Thanks be to God.” 

Deposition, Mass of—Mass cele- 
brated at the end of the Forty 
Hours devotion. 

De Profundis—First two words 
of Psalm 129, which is one of the 
seven penitential psalms; _ the 
Church uses this psalm principally 
in her prayers for the dead, 

Desecration—A criminal act vio- 
lating the sanctity of a holy place 
or thing. 

Detraction—Injury to our neigh- 
bor’s character by making known

Ridiculous, Obviously Untrue, 
State Department Says Of Prague 


Charge Of U. S.-Vatican Spy Ring 


Washington —(NC)—The U. S. state department has branded as 
“too irresponsible and ridiculous to be worth a denial,” the charge of 
three writers in a new book just put on sale in Prague, Czechoslovakia, 
that the United States is paying the Vatican $5,000,000 a year to staff 
and operate a large spy ring. The state department added that the 


charges “are obviously untrue.” 


The book, which of necessity has the approval of the regime in 


Czechoslovakia, says the spy ring 


was set up in 1946 following con- 


ferences between His Holiness Pope? 


Pius XII and Myron C. Taylor, 
President Truman’s .personal rep- 
resentative to the Pope. The book 
attacks Archbishop Josef Beran of 
Prague and His Eminence Francis 
Cardinal Spellman, Archbishop of 
New York, among others. 


There was no comment at the 
state department on a report in 
the Rome (Italy) Daily American 
that a former Hungarian crimin- 
ologist, Laszlo Sulner and his wife, 
Hanna, had sent to the U. S. state 
department microfilm proof that 
the communist regime in Hungary 
employed forgeries in its “trial” of 
Cardinal Mindszenty. 

However, despite this reticencé, 
observers here feel it should occa- 
sion no surprise if the state de- 
partment studied any evidence that 
the Sulners might have to offer. 
The United States and Great Bri- 
tain charge that Bulgaria, Ru- 
mania and Hungary have violated 
the terms of their peace treaties

Hungary has been denied the priv- 
ilege of seeing a representative of 
the Hungarian Hierarchy, says a 
Vienna report of Christlicher Na- 
chrichtendiesnt, religious news ser- 
vice here. 


The political police turned down 
the request even though it was 
made on repeated occasions, the 
news service said. The Cardinal is 
permitted to receive the visit of 
his mother once a week, but no one 
else is allowed to call on him at 
the Budapest jail. 


According to Kirchlicher Nach- 
richtendienst, Catholic news agen- 
cy of Cologne, religious instruc- 
tion in Hungarian public schools 
is systematically being interfered 
with by the communist authorities. 
Teachers of religion receive no sal- 
aries, and in some schools priests - 
are denied access entirely. The 
printing of catechisms is being 
stalled on the pretext that news- 
print is not available.

Truman In Speech 
At Arlington Ceremony 


Washington—On. the occasion of 
the presentation of a carillon to 
Arlington Cemetery, that hallowed 
ground of our war dead, President 
Truman said that “our American 
heritage of human freedom is born 
of the belief that man is created 
in the image of God and therefore 
is capable of governing himself.” 


The address was made at a 
colorful ceremony in the beautiful 
amphitheater at Arlington Ceme- 
tery. Many officials of various na- 
tions were present. Notably absent 
was Soviet Ambassador Panyush- 
kin. However, from’ behind the 
Iron Curtain came Yugoslav Am- 
bassador Sava Kosanovitch. 

The carillon was presented to the 
nation by the American Veterans 
of World War II. 


The President said that “man- 
kind is exhausted from the ordeal 
of conflict; all men are sick of 
blood-letting and hunger, — and 
weary of the troubles suffered for 
so many years. [f we could mobi- 
lize world opinion among all men 
who walk the earth there would 
never be any war.” The Presi- 
dent’s address follows in part: 


“Here in Arlington National 
Cemetery, in the presence of our 
war dead, we have come to conse- 
crate a carillon. 

“In their nightly hymn, the 
bells of the carillon will sing of 
our faith in the kinship of man and 
God. Each time they sing that 
faith, they will proclaim our com- 
pact with the veterans of our Na- 
tion’s wars who gave their lives 
that our faith might endure. 


“Our American heritage of hu- 
man freedom is born of the belief 
that man is created in the image 
of God and therefore is capable of 
governing himself. We have creat- 
ed here a Government dedicated to 
the dignity and the freedom of 
man. It is a Government whose 
creed is derived from the word of 
God, and its roots are deep in our 
spiritual foundations. Our democ- 
racy is an expression of faith in 
the spirit of man, and it is. a 
declaration of faith in man as 
created by God. 


“On these spiritual foundations, 
we have established a creed of self- 
government more precious to us 
than life itself. These soldier 
graves are a testament to this 
creed, for these men died for it. 
While freedom prevails, we—the 
living—shall keep. our compact 
with these dead. And as long as 
this Government remains rooted in 
‘the dignity of man and in his kin-

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Priest Tells Congress 
Of Hookworms Hurting 
U. S$. Low-Income Families 


Msgr. Luigi Ligutti Testifies Before 
Subcommittee On Low Income Families; 
Farm Laborers’ Needs Also Stressed 


Washington—(NC) — The “hookworms” of America’s 
low-income families were described to a joint Congressional! 
committee by Msgr. Luigi G. Ligutti, executive secretary of 
the National Catholic Rural Life Conference. 

First, he said, is the desire to spend above one’s means. 

“Sales pressure,” he said, “has created an artificial de- 


mand for keeping up with thee 


Joneses. Lack of proportion in 
spending, inability to manage 
one’s income and to plan for future 
needs and emergencies are hook- 
worms of the low-income group... 
Beautiful radio and television sets 
may be found in homes where the 
diet is woefully deficient. Pur- 
chases on time at high interest 
rates are not healthy for any fam- 
ily.’ 


He termed “unwarranted, un- 
reasonable and unjust profits” an- 
other hookworm of the low-income 
group. 


“We all know that the price of 
coal by the basket is exorbitant,” 
Monsignor Ligutti declared. “We 
know that interest of three per 
cent per month by loan agencies 
is really 36 per cent a year inter- 
est rate, and that loan sharks 
often charge higher than a 1,000 
per cent interest rate. Here the 


low-income groups are the chief 


victims. Consumer cooperatives 
and credit unions are the cures 
for such hookworms.” 


Another hookworm is taxes, he 
said. 


“Everyone has a duty to con- 
tribute to the maintenance of or- 
ganized society,” the priest de- 
clared. “It is an actual statistical 
fact, however, that the low-income 
groups pay more taxes directly 
or indirectly than anyone, else. And 
it hurts them more because it 
reduces an already limited income. 
Pennies by the fraction eventually 
amount to dollars by the bushel.” 


Monsignor Ligutti testified be- 
fore the subcommittee on low-in- 
come families of the Joint Com- 


program, ought to work toward 
the twin goals of maximum pro- 
duction and optimum distribution. 

The NCRLC leader also stressed 


gardless of their race, nationality 
or creed, they are human beings.
